Prisoner Had Nothing to Add to State- 


ment He Made to The Advocate 


on Friday. 


Nothing new in the case in which 


Ray \Villlams is charged by \V. M. 
Montgomery, of Sardinia, with a ser- 
ious crime in connection wth the death 
of Hattio Montgomery, developed Fri- 
day afternoon when W. P. Bradford, 
marshal of the village of Georgetown, 
arrived: in Newark to take charge of 
the prisoner. 


Marshal Bradford brouglU the affi- 


davit which was 
signed by W. M. 


Montgomery, a brother of the dead girl 
and the warrant which was issued by 
Mayor Kirkpatrick of Georgetown. It 
charges that on. the blank day of Oc- 
tober, Williams sent drugs to the 
Montgomery girl. The document does 
not name the nature of the drugs. She 
then became desperately ill and was 
removed to her home from her place 
of employment. Her death ensued on 
November 9. 


Otlier than the information contain- 


ed in the affidavit, the officer could fur- 
nish no new features of tho story. Wil- 
lams as far as could be learned, bore 
a good reputation while at Sardinia, 
.hough he was practically a stranger 
;here. The prisoner refused to talk 
further on the matter, though the offi- 
cer did not attempt an interview Fri- 
day night. A brother of the prisoner 
visited him after supper Friday night, 
and talked with him for some time. 
"Marshal Bradford left Saturday morn- 
ng at 5:55 for Cincinnati and George- 
town with his prisoner.

preaching attacks by the "Black 
Hundred,'' composed of the most igno 
rant types of the populace, which, ac- 
cording to these ramprs, are scheduled 
to take place Sunday in St. Peters- 
burg and Moscow. The apprehension 
here has become so great that the 
prefect of police, who succeeded Gen- 
eral Trepoff in command of the city 
police, has instructed his subordinates 
to take the fullest measures to crush 
any disorder in its incipiency so as to 
disabuse the minds of th* "loyalists"' 
of the idea that the police would re- 
main inactive. In such an emergency 
the strong hand of General Trepoff is 
being missed, even by the 
factions 


which most execrated him.,"

Government Seeks to Improve 


New Rules Announced. 


Washington, Nov. 11.—With 
the 


double purpose of offering a. perma- 
nent career in the diplomatic and con- 
sular service to competent young men 
and of improving these branches of 
the government service so as to make 
them more valuable than they now 
are to the business interests of the 
country, the president, a>t the instance 
of Secretary Root, announced two new 
rules. The first of these was 
that 


hereafter any applicant for appoint- 
ment as secretary of embassy or le- 
gation, must possess a knowledge of 
at least one other language than En- 
glish, and must be otherwise exam- 
ined as to his competence. The order 
as to the consular service amends the 
existing rule, which requires the ex- 
amination of such consular officers as 
are limited in compensation to the 
maximum of $2,500 per annum and a 
minimum of $1,000. The purpose of 
the president and Secretary Root is 
to take the consular service away 
from political preferment and to make 
promotion as well as appointment de- 
pendent upon absolute merit.

Fire Damp. 


"Fire damp" and "after damp," words 


brought into terrible prominence in 
many disasters in mines, preserve the 
older English sense of "damp"—vapor, 
and especially noxious vapor. Precise- 
ly where the word came from philology 
does not know, but the earliest instance 
of its use quoted by Dr. Murray's dic- 
tionary is Caxton's (14SOJ—"after the 
dragon shal come a goot, and ther shal 
come out of his nostrel a domp that 
shal betoken honger and grete deth of 
peple." Bacon is one of the writers 
of his time who speak of the "damps" 
of mines. "Damp"' gradually came to 
be applied to visible vapors, such as 
evening mists, and the transition to the 
sense of moisture is obvious. But in 
"damping down" a furnace one finds a 
relic of the verb "damp'' in the sense of 
"suffocate"
